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Agssaix,  Thorvsu,  Kmenon  and  high 
atrung  aoula  like  unto  them.  ‘  Possibly  It 
la  more  vulgar  to  ttrtve  for  tbe  potential!-, 
ties  wealth  carries  than  to  feed  one's  van¬ 
ities  with  the  prayer  of  the  Pharisee — 
which  is  ordinarily  tbe  mainspring  of  the 
hunger  for  distinction  —  and  possibly  it  la 
not.  And  perhaps  even  this  reflection  ia 
tbe  idle  philosophy  of  a  man  who  has 
achieved  neither. 

However  that  may  be,  America  has  plen¬ 
ty  of  distinguished  people  as  well  as  plu- 
jlocrsU.  We  have  indeed  outlived  tbe  days 
of  Martin  Chuulewlt,  and  we  are  no 
longer  all  diatlngnlahedi  but  even  now  tbe 
woods  and  prairies  of  the  entire  land  are 
full  ef  those  of  us  who  are  distinguished, 
a a  every  good  American  knows.  And  great 
ia  our  gratification  thereat.  Let  us  crow! 

One  carious  thing  is  noteworthy.  Even 
i*  the  days  when  women— many  of  them— 
are  as  eager  In  the  race  a*  men,  it  is  not 
common  to  find  a  married  couple  who  are 
both  distinguished.  Tbe  theory  of  a  gen¬ 
eration  or  ao  ago  was  that  genius,  if  it 
should  wed  at  all,  should  be  mated  with  s 
commonplace  soul;  but  while  the  theory  is 
not  m strenuously  advocated  a*  it  used  to 
be,  the  practice  remains  the  same.  Mrs. 
Pott  and  Mrs.  Leo  Hauler  still  And  hus¬ 
bands  to  suit  them,  and  the  Shakespeare*, 
Byrons  and  Goethes  of  the  present  age  dis- 

henl  of  mankind  to  avoid  poaching  on  the 
preherveaof  Olympus*. 

There  are  exceptions  though.  No  reader 
nmb*  to  be  reminded  of  tbe  Brownings, 
nor  yet  of  Professor  Stowe  and  Harriet 
Beecher.  Henry  Warn  Beecher,  too,  had  a 
wife  whose  fame  wax  large.  Perhaps  it 
would  have  lieeu  larger,  perhaps  not  so 
large,  if  her  husband  had  not  been  famous. 
It  matters  not  which.  There  pre  great  men 
and  women  wbo  And  consorts  of  distinc¬ 
tion.  George  Elliot  did. 

And  even  now,  among  Americana,  there 
are  several  couples  who  march  hand  in 
band  in  the  procession  of  public  characters.

Walking  Leaves  end  Twig*. 

The  walking  ami  diinbihg  leave*  of 
Australia  were  for  over  half  a  century 
ronsideml  the  greatest  of  natural  won¬ 
ders.  A  party  of  -sailors  wandered  inland 
and  sat  down  to  rest  under  a  tree.  A 
great  wind  shook  to  earth  several  dead 
and  brown  leave*.  These  presently  be¬ 
gan  to  show  signs  of  life  and  crawl  to¬ 
ward  the  trunk,  which  they  ascended, 
and  attached  themselves  to  their  respec¬ 
tive  twigs. 

Hence  the  sailors,  who  promptly  ran 
away,  said  the  place  waa  bewitched.  But 
the  simple  fact  turned  out  to  he  that  the 
ao  called  “leaves”  were  really  leaf  shaped 
insects,  having  long,  pendulous  legs, 
which  could  be  folded  out  of  sight,  and 
possessing  the  chameleon  like  power  of 
varying  their  color  to  correspond  with 
that  of-  the  foliage  they  are  clinging  to. 
Upon  being  shaken  to  the  ground,  in¬ 
stinct  taught  them  to  seek  shelter  of  the 
friendly  leaves  again  as  soon  as  possible. 

Theae  walking  leaves  are  frequently 
found  in  the  wuoda  of  Illinois.  The 
farmers  call  them  “animated  twigs,”  as 
they  exactly  resemble  a  bit  of  the  tree. 
They  are  green  when  the  trees  are  green, 
but  as  soon  as  tbe  foliage  changes  they 
become  brown.  The  writer  of  this  was 
sitting  under  a  tree  reading  in  the  woods 
of  Bonthern  Illinois  when  one  of  these 
“twigs,”  os  it  was  supposed  t$  Vie,  drop¬ 
ped  on  the  page.  It  uiuved  and  thus  re¬ 
vealed  its  identity.  Its  nature  seemed 
to  be  that  of  a  worm,  and  its  vitality 
that  of  the  very  lowest.  It  died  as  soon 
as  removed,  and  served  as  a  bookmark 
for  many  years.— Detroit  Free  Press.

Antiquity  of  the 

The  horse 
ticated  on  the  plains  of  Central  Asia. 
This  most  have  been  at  a  very  remote 
period,  for  on  the  sculptured  monuments 
of  ancient  Assyria  we  find  highbred, 
carefully  caparisoned  steeds  given  in  ad¬ 
mirable  outline,  showing  how  familiar 
and  how  favorite  an  object  the  horse 
most  have  been  to  the  Assyrians.  The 
mane  ie  long  and  flowing  or  cnrlcd  or  in 
tassels.  Three  horses  abreast  drew  the 
chariot  in  which  were  three  warriors. 
Saddle  horses  led  by  grooms  or  hearing 
horsemen  are  delineated,  sometimes  in 
the  thick  of  Iwittle. 

The  horse  wns  donbtles*  introduced 
into  Egypt  as  late  as  the  time  of  ilykson, 
and  ncnlptnred  representations  of  it  are 
often  conventional  tyjies  peculiar  to  later 
Egyptian  art.  Instead  of  the  life  and 
energy  displayed  by  the  Assyrian  horse, 
there  ie  a  rather  weak  attempt  to  repre- 
nt  life  and  energy  and  the  effect  pro¬ 
duced  is  mechnuical.  Probably  the  horse 
of  the  Delta  did  not  compare  in  beanty 
or  speed  with  the  Assyrian  horse.  Ber- 
jean  says  lie  was  more  like  the  Dutch 
horse  of  onr  day. — Caroline  K.  Sherman 
in  Chicago  Herald.
